Washington, Feb. 15.— Thou- 


sands cf crippled freight cars accu- 
mulated through the winter because 
of neglect of railroads in making re- 
pairs, occupy miles of tracks in east- 
ern rail centers and are responsible 
largely for the shortage of cars and 
traffic congestion, it was shown today 
by reports of Interstate Commerce 
Commissioner McChord to Director 
General McAdoo. 
These reports, based on first hand 


investigations cover the six weeks 
period since the government as- 
sumed operations of the railroads, 
and indicate that one of the most 
critical ills of rail transportation un- 
der private management 
was the 


sidetracking of cars needing repairs 


The transportation division of the 


railroad administration will under- 
take to solve the problem of car re- 
pair at once in the light of Commis- 
sioner McChord's disclosure. 


Conditions were worse at Phila- 


dtelphia, Pittsburgh, Harrisbttrg, Al- 
toona, Cleveland and Buffalo, it was 
shown. The Pennsylvania early this 
vfeek had 1,992 socalled bad order 
cars at -Altoona, 1,233 at Harris- 
burg, more than 1,500 at Conway 
yards near Pittsburgh, 890 in Cleve-' 
laud, 478 at Philadelphia and 510 
at Buffalo.

TEN MEN AND CARGO 


OF GRAIN 60 DOWN 


WITH THE VESSa

New York, Feb. 15—Ten men of 


Ihe officers and crew of Ihe British 
steamship Miguel de Larrinaga of 
nearly 5000 tons perished in mid- 
ocean on Feb. 6 when the vessel foun- 
dered. A. cargo of grain bound for 
France went down with the ship. 


A British warship rescued 27 men 


who had taken to small boats and 
some of these survivors arrived here 
by rail today from a Newfoundland 
port 


The Larrinaga's captain, E. Wil- 


liams, his chief officer, R. S. ?.larn. 
and his second officer and a gunner, 
and six sailors sacrificed their lives 
because the small boats were not 
large enough to bold all on board. 


For forty hours Captain Williams 


and his companions perched at the 
rail of their ship, half overturned, 
and fired rockets. These were observ- 
ed by the British 
warship, 
which 


earlier responded to an "S. O. S." call 
sent out when the Larrinaga's cargo 
had shifted and disaster was appar- 
ent. Tne war ship, however, was un- 
able to approach, owing to Ihe high 
seas running and when dawn came 
on Fcb. 6 the cargo ship had vanish- 
ed. 


The Larrinaga left Newport News, 


Va., late in January for a Preach 
port When 12 days out the cargo be- 
s;an to shift during a storm and with- 
in a half hour the vessel had partly 
capsized. Captain Williams ordered 
the crew to the boats. 


According to Jesse GUsomleni. one 


of the survivors arriving here the 
skipper and his officers and some of 
the crew volunteered to remain be- 
hind when it was found the boats 
were too small. 
Captain Williams 


bade good t>ye lo the departing sail- 
ors and the firing ot rockets began. 
This was on Peb. 4. 


The Larrinaga, formerly a Spanish 


steamship, was in the service of tbe 
British government.

hoys lost, sets everyone to asking 
what more can be done to assure the 
safety of the great fleets of trans- 
ports that, are carrying our boys 
across. 
The public impression has 


been that most. of our ships were 
being landed at French ports. As 
the. Tuscania was sunk north of Ire- 
land, in waters more infested with 
submarines, she seems to have been 
taking more chances than most of 
the transports. 
As the U-boats ap- 


parently have to go around the north 
end of Scotland, the French waters 
are- less easily accessible to them 
than those around Ireland. 


Still, there are no doubt plenty of 


them as far south as France, and our 
government may be sending a. lot 
of ships to English ports to keep the 
Boches guessing. 


The 
circumstances 
surrounding 


this attack must be rigidly investi- 
gated to make sure that his terrible 
~loss was not due to any fault of the 
convoy system. 
Usually a ship that 


is convoyed by the agile destroyers 
gets through all right. Our trans- 
ports .have been wonderfully lucky in 
escaping attack so far, but clearly 
the Huns are about to attempt a 
special drive sit them. 


Every nerve must be strained to 


build destroyers, as these must be 
relied upon as the principal defense 
for our troop-ships. Every shipyard 
that is building them ought to be 
operated night and day with three 
shifts of men working eight hours 
each. 
When we get our destroyer 


fleet doubled, it will be very hot for 
U-boats in the track of our trans- 
ports. Very few of our troop-ships 
will be" successfully attacked.

PARADING THE TROOPS. 


(New York World.) 


The admirable impression which 


the 308th regiment. National army, 
made in its street parade Monday has 
caused Secretary Baker to direct that 
troops be made available for parades 
as reviews in cities_ and towns near 
their place of training, as far as mil- 
itary necessity will permit. 


Any parade at 
a point beyond 


marching distance is in itself an ex- 
ercise in war problems of entraining 
and de-training, of evolution and of 
commissariat. 
With armies whose 


size is far beyond recent American 
experience, the war value of such ex- 
ercises is substantial. 


But the effect upon the spirit of 


the troops and of the people is the 
chief consideration. 
We have 
had 


until this war a regular army scat- 
tered in small posts as in 
Indian 


fighting 
days: a national 
guard 


whose training the war has revolu- 
tionized; and no national army. To- 
gether they form the vast new army 
—an organization to unprecedented 
that old soldiers can scarcely keep 
pace with its development, and the 
public has little conception 
of its 


vastness and complexity. 


The World has from the beginning 


of the war urged the policy of parad- 
ing the troops on all proper occa- 
sions. It gives the people the oppor- 
tunity to see their army in its won- 
derful new development. It gives the 
army the chance to see and hear 
what the people think of it and of 
the cause to which it is consecrated. 


Camp commanders should act fre- 


quently on the secretary's order and 
parade the troops. 


FEED THE QUAIL. 


(Ohio Slate Journal.) 


AH honor to the men and women 


who scatter food for the quail these 
snow-clad days. 
Don't forget, gentle 


reader, to be one of them. There are 
some people who predict their ex- 
termination by the cold, because the 
state passed a law prohibiting their 
slaughter and thereby destroying the 
Hcen*e system that furnished funds 
for their feeding during the winter.

Sixteen times 2400 
is a little less than 40.000; throw 
in a few hundreds for good measure, 
and 40,000 is a. liberal estimate of 
the number of American soldiers 
landed in France. 


Why the Germans admit 16 trans- 


ports we do not know; probably it is 
a bit of camouflage, to give the im- 
pression that the estimate is very 
liberal; indeed, is an outside figure. 
But it is perfectly evident where the 
German mathematicians got their 
fleet of transports. 
On January 30 


our government gave out the infor- 
mation that "15 steamships of more 
than 200,000 gross tons, and former- 
ly the pride of the German merchant 
fleet, had arrived at a port in France 
with United States troops." 


The trifling flaw in the German 


treatment of this fact was that that 
was not the first trip of that flee*. 
The announcement of our govern- 
ment was in reply to the charge that 
we had not tonnage enough to carry 
a large army to France. 
That fleet 


besan carrying American soldiers to 
France in June, and has been at ic 
ever since. 
Some of the vessels in 


this group of confiscated German 
ships carried 
the 
first American 


troops to France. Some of tjje Ger- 
man steamers were not in commis- 
sion then; the sabotage of the Ger- 
man crews, begun before diplomatic 
relations between the United States 
and Germany had been severed, had 
not been fully repaired. 
But then, 


the United States had commandeered 
a number of large American steam- 
ers; it was not dependent entirely 
upon steamers taken from Germany. 


And then, too, the fact that the 


Tuscania 
was 
not 
an American 


steamer, but one of the Cunard fleet, 
ought to have engaged the attention 
of the German mathematicians. Why 
assume that the only transports used 
were the converted—or emancipated

board of education last evening, C, 
E. Oliver, representing the state de- 
partment of public instruction, con- 
sulted with the board regarding the 
possibility of offering training to 
men in classes one and two who pass 
their examinations and prior to their 
reporting at cantonments.

thought it is possible to offer train- 
ing in Newark are those relating to 
the following:

engine men.

(15) Wireless 


operator. 


This instruction for the most part 


must be given by the manufacturing 
plants of the city who are willing 
that their shops may be used for this 
purpose. The idea is that a manu- 
facturer provide a foreman or ex- 
nerienced man in one "of the above 
lines .for instructor. 
This foreman 


or. instructor will be .paid a salary 
'through the board of_^ education for 
the work which lie does. The board 
will be retmburse'd by the state, the 
funds 
coming 
from 
the 
Smith 


Hughes appropriation. 


Conscripted men who desire to do 


this work must enroll in classes of 
from eight to ] 2 men in each class. 
All the work must be done in the 
evenings and at least eight hours per 
week should "be given to the work. 
Upon completing' ttie work and be- 
fore going to their cantonments, each 
man will be give na certified rec- 
ord of the number of hours and the 
character of work accomplished. 


The board is taking the matter 


under consideraiton and the man- 
agement of the various factories in 
the city in which it is possible to do 
this work, will be consulted by a 
representative of the board of edu- 
cation." If it is found possible for 
the factories to co-operate, classes 
will be announced and the conscript- 
ed men will be given an opportunity 
to enroll. 


This whole matter wiir be investi- 


gated and the board of education 
will depend upon the possibility of 
the manufacturing plants of the city 
to co-operate.

A camp -conservation and reclama- 


tion officer, Lieutenant J. A. lloll- 
man, has been appointed who has 
complete jurisdiction over the camp 
so far as conservation and reclama- 
tion are concerned. 
A new shoe and 


clothing repair shop has been com- 
pleted where 30 selects will be used 
to repair the thousands of shoes and 
pieces of clothing which were for- 
merly discarded. Under the new ar- 
rangement these will again be made 
serviceable with a consequent saving 
of money. 


Hundreds ,of pounds of tincans, 


paper, wire'Qand scrap metal are sal- 
vaged and sorted each day. All such 
material 
is placed in warehouses 


where it is later auctioned off to the 
highest bidder. 
To prevent lass of 


water, plumbing fixtures all over' the 
camp are inspected daily.

The popular term "Uncle Sam," as 


applied to the United States govern- 
ment, originated In Troy and Green- 
bush. N. T., during the war of 1812-14.' 
Elbert Anderson, Jr.. one of the con-; 
tractors supplying the army of the 
north with provisions, in October. 1812, 
advertised for proposals for pork and' 
beef to be delivered to him during the 
first four months of the following year, 
In New York, Troy. Albany and Water- 
ford. Among those who contracted to 
furnish him with beef, packed in bar-i 
rels, were Ebenezer and Samuel Wil-S 
son, the latter familiarly called by Tro-' 
jans "Uncle Sam." As the beef was; 
delivered at Greenbush barracks from" 
time to time the Troy soldiers referred; 
to It as "Uncle Sam's"" beef. The other! 
soldiers, not knowing who "Uncle' 
Sam" was, thought that the term was 
applied to the letters U. S. stamped 
upon the barrels by the government' 
officials. Consequently It was not lonjr 
before the term "Uncle Sam." mean-: 
ing the United States, was In common' 
use.
